This past summer we were blessed with a generous quantity of rain- 
fall that resulted in wonderful field growth. As a result we were able to 
evaluate the new varieties at their very best and pick out many fine new 
ones for our list. These we feel are fine additions and will rate among 
the leading gladiolus of tomorrow. 

An outstanding new addition to the white glads this year is our own 
GLACIER, which we think is the best all round white we have ever grown. 
Other fine white glads are SNOW VELVET, ICE FOLLIES, and PEGGY WHITE all top con- 
tenders on the show table along with the older SNOW CLAD, FLORENCE NIGHTINGALE, 
and SIERRA SNOW fine cut flowers as well. SILVER PHANTOM, the pure white sport of 
PHANTOM BEAUTY, is a good one in every respect while SNOWDRIFT, ROXANA, and 
LARCHMONT are the most ruffled of this group. 

The whites with conspicuous throats have many fine varieties such as WHITE SAILS, the 
grand champion contender as well as a good cut flower, SHOT the most boldly blotched, and 
SPARKLING EYES the purple throated beauty. Also good are dependable WHITE TOWER, 
formal QUEEN ANNE, and the delightful little spikes of QUEENS PAGE. 

In the new green class are GREEN ICE a delicate shade of pale green on tall straight spikes 
and CHARTREUSE a greenish yellow that is very popular. Also of note are the green toned 
varieties ERIN, GREENLAND, and LARGO although thy are not officially classified in 
this group. 

Our own YELLOW SPIRE has already gained the reputation of being a topnotch exhibition 
variety in the light yellow class and should give stiff competition to PROSPECTOR the present 
leader. Chartreuse toned LARGO and massive amber toned GARY are two of our favorite 
varieties. Fine cut flower varieties are tall and stately HOWARD V. WRIGHT, ruffled and 
greenish GOLD BANK and PEACELIGHT. 

Tall and stately GOLDEN SUNSHINE continues to give us 5’ spikes with 8-9 open florets 
of rich deep yellow. CORONADO is one of our finest cut flowers along with FORT KNOX 
a favorite with our florists, and yellow and red CONRAD a fine replacement for the older 
SPOTLIGHT. CATHERINE BEATH has the most intense color of the deep yellow glads 
while L’'L ABNER is a favorite of the miniature fans. 

Smooth colored VIVA is one of our best spikemakers and is giving stiff competition to 
giant sized A. B. COUTTS and PATROL, the present leader of the buff colored glads. Also 
fine are two toned GOLDEN PALOMINO and PACTOLUS, a topnotch early cut flower. 


The orange colored glads present a dazzling array of color with FORTUNE the brightest 
of them all and a good spikemaker as well. Gayly colored CABELLERO is one of the most 
striking of all glads along with deep toned TIGERTONE a medium sized eyecatcher. REGINA 
continues to be one of our favorites while FIESTA always draws attention in the field. 

A grand addition to the light salmon glads is the gorgeously ruffled BERMUDA a fine 
addition to the others such as cleaned toned and reliable CARMEN CORLISS and DELIGHT, an- 
other ruffled beauty. Of note are the two fine butterfly type varieties FEMINA and ATTICA. On 
the show table VISION now leads this class with its many open florets and long flowerheads. 


SALMON QUEEN is now the leader of the deep salmon class and seems destined to 
become one of the all time great glads. Other fine ones in this group are KOSMOS, the widely 
heralded Holland variety with up to 10 open florets, STARFIRE, the striking novelty, SALLY 
ROSE, with its distinctive color and fine exhibition type spikes, and MINARET, a beautiful 
glad with tall easy to cut spikes. Most unusual is the salmon and yellow combination of 
BOISE BELLE, a fine exhibition variety and CORAL ACE, the ruffled coral sport of BURMA. 


The new FIREFLAME is a topnotch addition to the scarlet glads — a fine spikemaker 
with good color. Still leading this class are those great older varieties RED WING, SANS 
SOUCI, and DIEPPE — tops for both commercial and exhibition use. ALBERT SCHWEITZER 
looks capable of going all the way as a cut flower while DAVID WARR continues to be our 
best early variety. 

The light pink glads continue to have some of the finest varieties in existence. Grand new 
ones are TEMPTRESS, a grand ruffled exhibition variety, CORONATION, a coming commercial 
with unexcelled color value, and COUNTESS, a tall stately variety that can open up to 10 ata 
time. Reliable cut flower varieties are giant sized PINK PRIDE and C. D. FORTNAM and tall 
majestic PALL MALL and LOOK. 

Becoming very popular is TARGET with its florets of creamy pink and red — a good one 
for everybody to grow. Also we like the frilled and fluted florets of strikingly colored RAG- 
TIME, the huge KING SIZE, and the reliable spikes of CONTRAST. Fine cut flowers are 
SHEHERAZADE and WINDEMERE. 
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Gorgeous giant sized BOUDOIR is causing much comment with its ability to consistently 
produce copnorH spikes. Impressive also are the older varieties such as PALOMAR, a most 
reliable cut flower, FRIENDSHIP, the well known commrcial, PAUL BUNYON, the husky 
giant of the deep pink varieties. Not to be left out is rufled GEM STATE, the 300 size 
exhibition variety that can open up to 14 florets at once. 

Among the light red glads REDCOAT impressed us with its precise formal spikes along 
with HILLTOPPER the dependable cut flower variety. Other noteworthy light red varieties are 
RED RADIANCE, the widely grown cut flower, RED TAPE with its ability to open 8-10 
florets open on good spikes and of course ROYAL STEWART the All America award winner. 


From Holland comes an outstanding new deep red, OSCAR, a coming commercial and 
exhibition variety. For exhibitions HARRISBURGER continues to be the leader while old 
timer RED CHARM the best cut flowr. For clarity of color CHEER is unexcelled while RED 
FEATHER gives us 5’ spikes with 8-10 huge florets open at once. UP TO DATE is a fine new 
addition with 514’ ramrod straight spikes holding 8-10 large florets open at once. We still 
like classy GARNET RUFFLES as the best 300 size deep red. 

The black reds have a new addition in TOP HAT — perhaps the best exhibition variety in 
this group. Others are well known ACE OF SPADES with its triangular shaped florets and 
long flowerheads, NEGUS the reliable 300 sized show variety, BLACK PHANTOM, always 
reliable, and FESTIVAL, a tall strong grower. 

Among our favorites are the many and distinctive rose colored varieties. Excellent new ones 
are GINA, with its perfect spikes in a purest shade of clear rose, AMBITION, a gorgeous rose 
and cream exhibition variety, GOOD MORNING, the husky CORONA type variety, and 
OPALESCENT, the white with an overlay of rose. TRAVELLER continues to give us perfect 
spiks in a gorgeous shade of color while INNOCENCE is a topnotch cut flower in a most 
delicate shade of rose. 


The distinctive varieties of the medium rose class are again a beautiful sight. Fine additions 
to our list are GYPSY ROSE a well named combination of deep rose with a deeper throat, 
GAY PAREE, a good grower with a distinctive petal edging, WILLOW ROSE, the 300 size 
exhibition variety, and JOYOUS the great All America selection. Others we like are ROSE 
SPIRE, with its tall spirelike spikes, WILD ROSE, the reliable cut flower variety, BURMA 
ROSE, the softer rose sport of BURMA, and gayly colored ROSITA a grand cut flower variety. 
Grown in large quantities for our florists is ELMERS ROSE. 


Coming up fast in the deep rose class is the grand spikemaker, DIRECTOR, in a rich 
shade of deep raspberry rose. Also popular are BRENDA which has large full spikes in a deep 
yet lively shade, AVENGER with its neat precise spikes, and LILA WALLACE the fine early 
cutter. 


The lavender colored glads have many varieties of outstanding merit. Among these are the 
leader, PRINCESS, one of our favorite varieties; tall CAMPANILE, with its full spikes of 
clearest lavender; TYRONE, another tall easy cutter, and HEIRLOOM, a grand exhibition 
variety. Clear rosy toned MONONA is a taller version of HEIRLOOM while FRANCESCA 
continues to be the most beautiful of this color. Most unusual are PAISLEY with its half 
moon of white and PIRATE CHIEF with its bold color effect. 


Leading the purple varieties for all uses is KING DAVID with its straight spikes and 
fluted florets, while rows of tall and husky THE RAJAH are cut in quantity for our florists.

VIOLET CHARM continues 
to be the leader on the show table and for cut flower growing as well. HIGH LIFE and 
VENUS are beautiful cut flower varieties while the spectacular spikes of PINNACLE always 
command attention. 


The deepest color of the dark blues is had by THOMAS A. STONE, a fine new one from 
Holland. BLUE PETER continues to give us outstanding spikes with 10 open at once and tall 
SALMANS SENSATION continues to dwarf all others in this group. Also catching our 
attention are tricolored BLUE DEVIL and the unusual color of BLUE CONQUEROR. 


The many and varied smoky varieties always attract the smoky fans and those who like 
the unusual. A fine new one is SMOKY SUNSET with its shades of violet gray and smoky red. 
On the show table our own TAN GLO is still unrivalled with its tall perfect spikes although 
we were much taken by the nice spikes and attractive color of BLUE SMOKE a fine new one. 
COPPER LUSTRE is most popular with its huge spikes on a brownish tone; MESA MIST has 
a smooth pearl gray color, PRUNELLA grows tall spikes in a rich plum rose color, and two 
poet PERSIAN RUG always attracts attention. These are just a few of the many fine smokys 
we list. 
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Among the varieties in the group known as any other color are BROWN LULLABY, the 
leading exhibition variety, PAPOEA in a brownish red color, copper colored CHEROKEE, huge 
grayish buff SALAMANCA, and the smooth BUCKEYE BRONZE. 


Also of special note are the beautiful butterfly type varieties from Europe’s leading 
hybridizer Konynenburg and Mark. These represent a new advance in medium sized 
gladiolus and are particularly useful in the home for smaller vases and arrangements. Among
